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REAR ADMIRAL SIMS 
(An Interview ) 


Saginaw was unusually fortu- 
nate last week, in having the priv- 
ilege of entertaining Rear Admir- 
al Sims of the United States Navy. 
This distinguished man spoke at 
the Saginaw Board of Commerce 
dinner, given under the auspices 
of the Junior Board of Commerce. 
Six hundred people attended this 
dinner and were very favorably 
impressed with the interesting ad- 
dress Admiral Sims delivered. 

The audience, when the Ad- 
miral arose, was confronted with 
a tall, stately, white-haired gent- 
leman with a military bearing, 
who spoke on the subject of “Тһе 
Importance of the Aeroplane and 
Submarine to National Defense.” 
During his address he told of one 
of his interesting experiences 
which emphasizes the value of a 
college education. 

“Shortly after our entrance in- 
to the war," said he, “several 
college men were sent me who 
had entered the United States 
Navy with no experience what- 
soever. I assigned these men to 
several destroyers, in each case 
explaining to the officer in com- 
mand, their lack of experience. 
Inside of three months I received 
reports stating that these young 
men had so progressed that they 
were able to take the bridge and 
handle the ship efficiently, even 
while escorting a fleet through U- 
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boat territory. Clearly the edu- 
cation of these men had put them 
in a position to accomplish the im- 
pissible. I never realized that 
this could be done,”’ concluded the 
Admiral. 


After the Admiral had finished 
his most interesting address, the 
writers had the rare privilege of 
being introduced to Mr. Sims. 


“Is commercial aviation a good 
field for a young man of the pres- 
ent day to enter?” the Admiral 
was asked. 

He hesitated and then replied, 
“Providing Пе has sufficient 
amount of life insurance. Aviat- 
ors in the Navy," he continued, 
are paid one half again as much 
as naval officers to compensate 
them for the additional risk." 
We then told him that we were 
more interested in the designing 
and building end of aviation. 

“That is a splendid field," he 
replied, “however it requires a 
long period of training in a poly- 
technic school.” 

Before closing the interview, 
we questioned him on the subject 
that is dear to this year's debating 
teams. 

"[f the Philippines were given 
their independence, could they 
protect themselves?" we asked. 

"[ am of the opinion," answered 
the Admiral, "that if the Philip- 
pines were given their indepen- 
dence, they would be unable to 
protect themselves from Japanese 
aggression. It would take many 
years before they could protect 
themselves. However," he con- 
tinued, “1 believe that Great Brit- 
ain would not allow Japan to in- 
terfere with the freedom of the 
Filipinos, because this would cut 
off her lines of cummunication 
with her eastern colonial posses- 
sions." 

At this moment, a young man 
stepped forward and said “Ad- 
miral, the last time I saw you, 
your flag was flying from the 
Birmingham. I was the man with 
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the brilliant vest, don’t you re- 
member me?” 

“Oh yes, of course,” the Ad- 
miral replied, shaking the man's 
hand, “that must have been back 
in 1912 or 1913. 


Now seeing that our interview 
was over, we withdrew.
